“The thorough understanding is 
that the county will receive reim- 
bursement for the loss of the past 
five years,” said Mr. Riley. “The tax 
commission will check over the fig: 
ures, decide on the method that 
should be used in the compiling of 
the amount of the loss.”

But what will become of all the 
people who now hold farm mort- 
gages and what will become of all 
the men now. engaged in the nego- 
tiation of farm mortgages?

HARVESTING LARGEST WINE- 

GRAPE CROP EVER PRODUCED

exactly thirty-five days. This build- 
ing covers an area of nearly 154x450 
feet, or nearly two acres, and is 
the largest fermenting cellar ian the 
world, having a capacity of 1,000,000 
gallons. | 

Practically all the great  build- 
ings of the Italian company are 
stone. Winery No. 1 is 100x200 feet 
in size. Winery No. 2 and Winery 
No. 3 are 100x165 feet each and the 
total storage capacity of these build- 
ings is 5,000,000 gallons. 

Every modern device known for 
the production of pure wines has 
been installed. Selected ferments 
and pure yeasts are propagated 
from day to day in sterilized must 
and introduced into the fermenting 
tanks after the wild yeasts con- 
tained in the grapes have been de- 
stroyed or paralyzed. 

The temperature of the fermenta- 
tion is very closely watched, being 
taken every two hours, and in order 


to properly regulate this the com- 


pany has established its own ice 
plant with a capacity of fifty tons 
a day. When the temperature of a 
tank is seen to be rising too fast, 
the must is passed through a spe- 
cially designed refrigerator and thus 
brought back to normal. 

The secondary fermentation is 
followed. closely by chemical anal- 
ysis and the wines are blended after 
it has been ascertained that they are 
well balanced and sound. The most 
advanced methods are used in cel- 
lar manipulations, all of which are 
made out of contact with air. All 
apparatus used in the cellar, such 
as refrigerators, pasteurizers, filters 
and blenders, are of aluminum or 
tinned copper and are always thor- 
oughly sterilized before being 

Near the wineries are located the 
cooper shops, where 200 wine bar- 
rels per day are turned out. Near 
this is a planing mill, where lumber 
is dressed and prepared for making 
the large wine storage tanks, and a 


mechanical shop, which takes care 
of all the repairs of the company’s 
machinery. 

Although hundreds of tons. of 
grapes are taken from vineyard to 
winery on wagons, most of this 
transportation is on the company’s} 
own narrow-gauge railroad, operat: | 
ing over more than eight miles 
through the vineyards and equipped 
with a fifteen-ton locomotive and} 


some fifty cars. 
The cars are loaded by the pickers 


in the vineyard, are hauled by the| 
which has a 


engine to the crusher, 
capacity of of 700 tons a day. The 
cars are V-shaped, so the contents 
may be easily dumped into a large 
concrete trough, from which they 
are thrown into the crusher by men 
with forks. From the crusher the 
juice is carried by pipes into the 
fermenting cellar adjoining. 

The Italian Vineyard Company 





alone expects to handle this year 
approximately 25,000 tons of grapes 
—between 15,000 and 20,000 tons 
from its own vineyard and between 
5000 and 10,000 tons from private 
growers. This means a wine pro- 
duction for the present year of about 
3,000,000. 

Exclusive of pickers, the company 
employs the year around about 200 
men, who know the wine business 
from the growing of the grapes to 
the finishing of the product. 

Adjoining the wineries are the of- 
ficers quarters and the residences 
of .the workers, which, with the 
school building erected by the com- 
pany and donated to San Bernar- 
dino county, form a miniature city. 
During the winter the company 
maintains a night school where the 
men, most of whom are natives of 
Italy, are taught the English lan- 





guage and instructed in American 
citizenship. Many of them have al- 
ready taken out their first naturali- 
zation papers and not a few their 
second papers. 

The company has leased twenty 
acres of its land to the United 
States government which there con- 
ducts an experimental vineyard in 
which 500 different kinds of grape- 
vines are planted for the purpose 
of ascertaining the varieties best 
adapted to certain kinds of soil and 
different methods of cultivation. 

Adjoining this experimental vine- 
yard stands the United States special 


bonded warehouse. It is a large 
building of concrete construction 
and in it are stored the brandies 


produced in that district. 

Although built on a_ considerably 
smaller scale than the plant of the 
Italian Vineyard Company, the Mis- 
sion Winery of Cucamonga, at pres- 
ent leased by Paul Garrett & Co. of 
New York, is one of the handsomest 
and most modern of the great wine- 
producing section. In this winery 
are to be found some of the largest 
wine tanks in the world, with a ca- 
pacity of 55,000 gallons each. They 
are made of California redwood and 
it is in these that the wine is aged 
after the fermentation process is 
completed. The management of the 
Mission Winery expects to turn out 
between 500,000 and 750,000 gallons 
of wine this season. The winery is 
valued at $500,000. 


From the Desert 

In this great valley of vines are 
also the large Sterns Winery near 
Wineville, the big plant. of the Cuca- 
monga Vintage Company, the winery 
of the California Wine Association 
and many more. 

When it is taken into considera- 
tion that scarce twenty years ago 
most of this enormous industry was 
known as the Cucamonga desert and 
considered practically valueless, and 
that these thousands of acres of 
grapes are grown entirely without 
irrigation, the transformation is 
little short of marvelous. 

Then the old Cucamonga winery 
on the Foothill boulevard to the 
east of Upland, with its few acres of 
vineyard, was practically the only

winery in the entire section, Al- 
though abandoned for a commercial 
purposes a little over a year ago, 
when a county ordinance prohibit- 
ing the retail sale of wine went into 
effect, this old winery is still a

mecca for tourists seeking the ro- 
mantic in California. It beara the 


distinction of being the oldest win- 
ery in the state, the original unit 
of adobe construction having been 
built more than 125 years ago, in 
the days of Spanish rule and the 
Mission padres, and rare, indeed, 
were the vintages to be found in its 
cellars. 


NEW P. E. TERMINAL : 
NEARS COMPLETIO 





Electric Cars from Upland and San 
Bernardino Will Soon Enter 
Over Elevated Road 





Within the next six weeks the 
new $350,000 elevated, back of the 
Pacific Electric station at Sixth and 
Main, Los Angeles, will be com- 
pleted. This new terminal will be of 
immense advantage to out-of-town 
patrons of the company, for it will 
relieve congestion in the terminal 
and will, through the elimination of 
street congestion, permit faster 
travel between Los Angeles and out- 
lying cities. 

The elevated will leave the San 
Pedro street track between Sixth 
and Seventh, climbing a_ trestle 
grade to a steel elevated structure 
which will run as a double track 
clear through the Pacific Electric 
building to Main street and from 
which will ‘branch three terminal 
tracks on the Sixth street side of 
the Main line. 

The double track main line will 
loop clear through the building with 
separate loading and unloading plat- 
forms. The stub terminal tracks will 
have loading and unloading plat- 
forms under umbrella sheds witn 
separate exits and entrances over 
bridges across Los. Angeles street 
to the old Sunset room of the 
Pacific Electric building. 

The entrance to the cars from the 
building will be through the pres- 
ent Sunset room, while the exit 
from the cars will be by a runway 
underneath the floor of the Sunset 
room into what is now the main 
concourse of the station. 

The elevated itself will be noise- 
less, as the tracks on top of the 
steel structure will be paved. 

It will be possible to load and un- 
load 1200 people every two monutes 
in this terminal, and there are more 
than 1600 tons of steel in the struc- 
ture.
